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NOTE 


This index is an analytical guide to the contents of the Geographical 
Review, the journal of the American Geographical Society of New York, 
for the first ten years (fifteen volumes) of its publication, that is from 1916 
to 1925 inclusive. It is the chronological successor to the ‘‘Index to the 
Bulletin of the American Geographical Society, 1852—1915,’’ published in 
1918. The index to the Bulletin covered a longer period, but the present 
index is fuller and more analytical. 

In this index are included subjects and authors of leading articles, sub- 
jects and authors of notes, and titles and authors of books, articles, and 
maps reviewed. The entire matter has been treated analytically with a 
full inclusion of place names and personal names, and all the matter indexed 
is arranged in a single alphabet—a plan considered most convenient for 
the consulter. 

Reference is to volume and page, the volume number being indicated in 
bold-face type. 

An index title followed by a simple volume and page number indicates a 
brief mention or a bibliographical reference. When the word note, in italic, 
is used the reference is to the department of the Review entitled ‘‘Geograph- 
ical Record.”” Book and other reviews are indicated by the abbreviation 
rev. Titles of leading articles are as a rule given in their exact form (though 
it may be inverted for the purpose of alphabeting), both under the name of 
the writer and under the main topic, together with inclusive pages. All 
illustrations and maps are specifically indexed. 

From 1916 to 1920 inclusive the Geographical Review was a monthly 
publication and formed two volumes a year, making ten volumes. (The 
issues for October and November, 1919, constituted a single number; as did 
also those for April, May, and June, 1920.) Since 1921 the Review has been 
published quarterly and consists of one volume a year.

ERRATA NOT MENTIONED IN THE REVIEW 


Contrary to the designation used in Vol. 12, pp. 310-311, and Vol. 13, p. 313, the annual meeting of the 
Association of American Geographers held at Washington, Dec. 29-31, 1921, is officially called the eight- 
eenth: and that at Ann Arbor, Dec. 27-29, 1922, the nineteenth. Officially there seems to have been no 


seventeenth annual meeting. 


In Vol. 8, 1919, Pl. II (map of the climatic provinces of the earth by Képpen), opp. p. 188, and in foot- 
note 5 on p. 189, the position of the numbers 8 and 9 in the explanation of symbols on the map should be 
reversed so as to make the explanation read “8, cold climate with wet winter” and ‘‘9, cold climate with 


dry winter.” 
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
